Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the prior art of Pieroni et al. and the secondary 
references. Mr. McGarry continued to argue the nonenablement of the reference. The examiner cited paragraphs 53, 
55, and 59 of Pieroni to support operability. Mr. McGarry argued that the reference failed to teach recovery of the 
cleaning solution. The examiner maintained the position that it would have been within the level of the skilled artisan to 
recover the solution since Pieroni teaches cleaning hard surfaces such as flooring. Also discussed the combination of 
Pieroni and Pace. The examiner maintained the position that the referencse can be combined since Pieroni teaches a 
variety of cleaning compositions and Pace teaches acid/base reactions such that element 62 would be modifed to 
include an acid which when reacted with an aqueous base solution, as modified by element 50, an exothemiic reaction 
would occur. No agreement could be reached. . 
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
